The captain, William Banbra, an­ 
swered many of the questions ask­ 
ed him at the federal hearing into 
the disaster by U. 8. Attorney Tut­ 
tle with reluctance, at one point 
protesting that he did not like to 
criticize a dead man, ('apt. William 
Carey, who went down with his 
ship. 
(’apt. Banbra said he had known 
Capt. Carey for twenty years and 
that he had a very high rating as 
a seaman.

Capt. Banbra, a middle-aged man 
of distinguished bearing, was par­ 
ticipated in by Tuttle, U. 8.

of Cooks, Just inside the Delta 
county limits.

Chicago, Nov. 22—(ZP)—A wet­ 
eyed Jury in five minutes today ac­ 
quitted of murder a father who 
confessed killing his eon after a 
“hanging prosecutor” 
burst 
into 
tears and refused to continue the 
prosecution. 
The judg,e the state prosecutor, 
the defendant, his daughter who 
was forced to testify against him, 
and virtually the entire courtroom, 
including the Jury, were in tears 
as the trial, less than three hours 
old, came to an ending as dra­ 
matic as any every witnessed in 
the grim old Criminal Courts build­ 
ing. scene of hundreds of murder 
trials. 
Arthur F. Falk, the defendant, a 
former park commissioner, slump­ 
ed to the floor in a faint as the 
jurors, still weeping, brought in a 
verdict five minutes after receiving 
the case while the court, state and 
defense attorneys and even spec­ 
tators endeavored to control their 
tears after an emotional climax 
such as is seldom witnessed in a 
courtroom. 
Made Full Confession. 
Falk, in a drunken rage, shot and 
killed his 22-year-old son. Eldred, 
three months ago today when the 
youth upbraided him for coming 
home intoxicated. 
Offering his fa­ 
ther a shotgun that Falk had given 
the boy last Christmas. Eldred told 
his father to Are, adding that he 
would rather be dead than the son 
of g drunkard*.

Falk, his brain 
tiferuddled 
by 
drink, pulled the trigger and his 
son fell dead at his feet. 
The fa­ 
ther, sobered by the shooting, at­ 
tempted to reload the gun and kill 
himself but had never Ared a gun 
before and did not know how. 
In­ 
stead he called the 
police 
and 
made a full confession. 
His wife 
and a 19-year-old daughter, Vernus, 
at first turned against him, but a 
few days ago declared they intend­ 
ed to stand by the husband and 
father even though he had killed 
their own son and brother. 
Such was the case that opened 
today in the court of Judge Dennis 
Normoyle when Falk, his face con­ 
torted with remorse, went on trial 
for his life. 
At his elbow lay the 
gun with which his son’s life was 
snuffed out. 
Behind him, in deep 
mourning, sat his mother, his wife 
and bis daughter. 
Daughter Takes Stand. 
Tears rolled down his cheeks as 
Harold Levy, who 
with 
Emmett 
Byrne, is known as Cook county’s 
“hanging prosecutors," outlined the 
state’s case, declaring the state's 
principal witness was Falk’s daugh 
ter, who heard the quarrel between 
father and son that ended in the 
shooting. 
At mention of ber 
name 
the 
daughter burst into tears. William 
Mannion, defense lawyer, said lie 
hoped to prove the shooting was 
entirely accidental and that Falk 
did not know what he was doing. 
Then Falk’B daughter was called as 
the state’s first witness. 
With trembling voice ehe identi­ 
fied her father, pointing him out ut 
the prisoner’s table with a gesture 
that was an appeal rather than un 
accusation, while Falk dropped bis 
face in his arms and sobbed audi-

The death toll in the United 
States from 
automobile

have reached a total of 25,533 
persons during 1927. 
The department’s report also 
dealt with deaths from automo­

accidents 
alone—not in­ 
cluding the mortality occasion­ 
ed by collision of motors with

and train. 
Thin 
death toll was estimated at 19.5 
persons per 1,000 of population 
in 1927, based on the total popu­ 
lation within 
the 
registration 
area. 
The report added that 
this death rate had steadily in 
creased from 14.9 per thousand 
in 1923 to 17 in 1925, and 17.9 
in 1926.

NEW URGES

As an added urge to “mail ear­ 
ly,” Postmaster General New ex­ 
plains that there will be no deliv­ 
ery of mail on Christmas day any­ 
where in the United States, except 
special delivery service. 
“As Christmas this year falls on 
Tuesday,” the postmaster general 
says in a bulletin to postmasters 
“it is my purpose to relieve of 
work on Christmas day as many 
postoffice employes as may be pos­ 
sible, and thus permit them to 
have the full benefit of the great­ 
est of all holidays and partake of 
their Christmas dinners in their 
homes with their families. 
“Postmasters 
will, 
therefore, 
suspend all work 
in 
postoffices 
from 12 o’clock midnight, Dec. 24, 
except special delivery service and 
the regular holiday collection and 
dispatches of first class mail and 
there will be retained on duty on 
Christmas day only such number 


j of employes as will be required 
for this purpose, and to receive 
and store, but not work, incoming 
mail. 
There will be no city deliv­ 
ery, village delivery or rural de­ 
livery on Christmas day.” 
The bulletin declares that post­ 
masters should inaugurate their 
“mail early” campaign at an early 
date to receive the full coopera­ 
tion of the public. 
How to Wrap 
Other bulletins of the depart­ 
ment call attention to the regula­ 
tions for packing and wrapping 
parcels and mailing. 
Securely wrapped parcels should 
not be sealed except when bearing 
a printed or written label reading: 


“Contents: 
Merchandise. 
Post­ 
master: 
This parcel may be open­ 
ed for postal inspection if neces­ 
sary,” together with printed name 
and address of sender, as sealed 
parcels not labeled are subject to 
postage at the letter rate. 
Parcels 
may 
not 
exceed 
84 
inches in length 
and 
girth, nor 
weigh more than 70 pounds for 
delivery within the first, second or 
third zone, or 50 pounds lf in any 
other zone. 
Parcels may be marked “Do not 
open until Christmas,” and may 
carry enclosed written greetings 
such as "Merry Christmas,” “With 
best wishes” and names of per­ 
sons; books may bear simple dedi­ 
catory inscriptions, but other writ­ 
ten additions subject parcels to 
letter postage. 
Christmas seals or stickers must 
not be placed on the address side 
of mail. “Special handling” mark­ 
ed parcels will 
be 
given special 
handling and transportation expe­ 
dited, but must bear additional 
postage. 
Two pound parcels re­ 
quire IO cents postage additional, 
up to IO pounds 15 cents and over 
IO pounds 20 cents, 
if 
marked 
“ special handling.”
